A composite material comprising:

wherem the surfactant acts to lower the surface tension of a fluid which contacts the 
first layer of thbvsubstrate such that the fluid is allowed or more readily enabled to pass 
through the first la^r of the substrate, but such that the surfactant does not substantially 
adversely effect the ab^qrption capacity or wicking height of the second layer of the 
substrate, as the second later of the substrate substantially inactivates the surfactant.

3. The composite material of Claim 1 , wherein the second layer of the substrate is an 
absorbent core. 

4. The composite material of Claim 1 , wherein the second layer of the substrate is a 
superabsorbent material.
